Group III, claim(s) 14-15, drawn to a kit comprising anti-HPV-16 E7 antibody. 

Group IV, claim(s) 16, 17, 19, 23, and 24, drawn to an in vitro method for detection of sexually 
transmittable disease or cancer. 

Group V, claim(s) 20-21, drawn to method for production of ant-HPV-16 E7. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The invention of Group I is known in the prior art as 
evidence by Di Lonardo et al (Arch. Virology, 2001, Vol. 146, pages 1 17-125) wherein the 
reference teaches an isolated and purified antibodies to human papillomavirus type 16 (HPV-16) 
E7 protein (see abstract, and page 118). The cited evidence proves that the technical feature of 
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Group I does not make a contribution over the prior art. Thus, the claims are not so linked by a 
special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
